The drlieat instanco of tho thirs
pon stripes boing used upon an
merican banner is in one prosent
»d to the Philadelphia- Light Horse
u 1774-15, which is still retained
by the ttoops. Goenernl Washing-
on wns familiav with this stendard,
having séen it frequently whilo re-
peiving the courtoous attention of
he troop,
On Saturday, Juno 14, 1777, the
morican CQongross, in session at
hiladelphia,
Resolved, That the flag of the
son United States be thirteon
pos, alternate red and white
mt tho - Union bo thirteen stars,
hite, inthe ficld, represonting a
pew oconstellation.
This waa tho first and only legis-
ation fur the establishment of a nas
ional flay for the sovereign United
Btates of Amoevien, declared Inde-
pendent Jualy 4, 1776,
Thero was ao. oflicial promnlza-
on of this order, until Soptomber
B, by the Seerotary of Uongross, in
hiladelphia, while at othor places
n tho States it was not proclainel
ntil & montl later, batb the resoln
on on the subjoeet had beon print-
pd in the papurs of Pluladelphia,
ow York and BDoston. Tho delpy
ol deciding on o flag was n soures of
puch chagrin to Washinglon and
ho army genorilly. The [fact that
t was not made publie until two
months after its mdoption shows
hnt thers wos rod  tape in thoso as
oll as theso days.
The Stars and Stripes are eredit-
d to the Duteh. or to have been bor-
owed from the designativg stripeson
coats of Continental soldiers.

There is not a stain apon
ity and it has ever commanded the
